BRENNAN IN JAIL 


BEGINS THERE SENTENCE OF ONE 
YEAR TO BRIDEWELL. 


Kindness of Old Time Friend, Sheriff 
Barrett, Keeps Him from House of 
Correction for Short Time—Appel- 
late Court Refuses Stay of Sentence 
Prisoner Not to Resign from OCoun- 
ell and Confident of Re-election 
When Punishment Is Over. — 


(Continued from first page.)

Brennan had‘time to collect his philosophy 
as a comfort in time of distress before he 
was left to Jailer Whitman’s mercies. The 
jailer had taken some prisoners to Joliet and 
the sheriff waited at the jail to make ar- 
rangements for the alderman’s comfort 

* He's going to hav» as comfortable quar- 
ters as there are in the jail,” said the sheriff. 
*“ He wants some time to settle up some of his 
business affairs and make arrangements 
about his saloon. If he gets these arrange- 
ments made he will go to the bridewell to- 
morrow. I expect to have him out of my 
custody by tomorrow.”’ | 

Brennan and his companions, in charge of 
the sheriff, reached the jail about 7 o’clock. 
When Jailer Whitman returned from Joliet 
Brennan was given quarters in the debtors’ 
room. The hospital was thought of, but a 
prisoner dangerously ill with pneumonia was 
being treated there and the debtors’ room 
offered the most available comfort. 

These arrangements having been made, 
Brennan, McCarle, Kent, and Barrett went 
out to dinner. . | 

“John would like to get his legs undera 
table again,” said the sheriff. 

After this meal the three prisoners were 
taken back to the jail and began serving 
their sentence. 


More Efforts for Freedom. 


Attorney Forrest said that his efforts had 
not been exhausted to secure the release of 
thelalderman and his two associates. 

“The fight has only beguu,” he said, 
“He'll not stay in the bridewell if anything 
can be done to get him out. I was surprised 
at the action of the court in refusing the ap- 
plication for the supersedeas, and certainly 
am in the dark as to the reason forit. There 
are other steps which can be taken, but I 
do not care to discuss them at present. Un- 
der the statute, however, my client will not 
be taken to the house of correction at once. 
The statutes provide that the sheriff shall 
} take prisoners to the institution where they 
have been sentenced by the court within a 
reasonable time. That has been the practice 
for some time.”” 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes, who 
handled the prosecution, said that the only 
recourse open to save Brennan, aside from 
the regular appeal which would be taken be- 
fore the Appellate court, would be by writ 
of habeas corpus. 

At the bridewell it is not probable that Ald. 
Brennan will be given any arduous manual 
labor. Office work has been suggested.

ANDREWS OUT OF PRISON. 


GOV. BLISS SIGNS PAROLE FOR 
FORMER BANKER. 


Michigan Executive. Takes Action 
_ Witheut Knewledge of the Pardon 
Board and Brings Down Storm of 
Criticism on His Head—Prosecuting 
Attorney Hunt Declares Release Is 
Contempt of Justice—Three Charges 
Still Pending to Be Pushed. : 


. Detroit, Mich., Dec. 22.—Gov. Blise has 
signed a parole for Frank C. Andrews, for- 
mer vice president of the wrecked City Sav- 
ings bank of Detroit. He was released to- 
night and arrives home tomorrow. Andrews 
has been confined in the state prison at Jack- 
son since Nov. 13, 1902. He was convicted of 
@ misappropriation of the funds of the in- 
stitution. 

The bank was closed on Feb. 10, 1902, and 
the subsequent trial of Andrews, who was 
at the time of his arrest police commissioner 
of the city of Detroit, was highly sensa- 
tional, 

Prosecuting Attorney Ormond F. Hunt of | 
Wayne county said tonight that he had not 
been consulted by the governor in relation 
to the parole of Andrews. He said there 
were three other charges pending against 
Andrews, and that he would begin at once 
an investigation as to whether Andrews 
could be placed on trial on these other 
charges. 


Gov. Bliss Is Criticised. 

“The people's side of the case was not 
consulted by the governor at all,” said Mr. 
Hunt. ‘It seems that if a mah can make 
a steal big enough he can get almost any- 
thing. I think that this action of Gov. Bliss 
will do more to bring the administration of 
justice in this state into contempt than any- 
thing else.’’ 

Gov. Bliss said tonight at Lansing that

Her husband has been a drinking man, was 
hurt last year in a factory, @nd Is sick now, 
probably from the quantities of miserable 
whisky which he has taken into his system. 
Just now he is forbidden to drink, and can 
get no money for It. 


to keep them alive, there is precious little 
left for any of the comforts of life. The 
miserable neighborhood, the children on the 
streets when the mother is gone, the daily 
struggle for existence—smal! wonder that she 
should become discouraged and disheart- 
ened. She has seen better times, and remem- 
bers them. | 


She told how, one Christmas, she had 
gathered together some little things for a 
Christmas tree which she had purchased for 
15 cents. The husband was not working, 
and when she came home after doing a wash- 
ing he had been drinking. She had to go 
away again—downtown to scrub, and she 
begged him not to drink any more, but to fix 
the tree for the children. When she came 
home the second time he had succumbed 
completely and lay on the bed in a drunken 
stupor; the house was in disorder, the chil-. 
dren not cared for, and the tree not put up. 
Worn, weary, and discouraged, she was 
ready to despair. Then she said, “ I must not 
spoil everything for the children on ‘his ac- 
count,” so she got out the things and fixed 
the tree. “O,.missis,” she said to me, 
** sometimes I wake in the night and cry and 
ery—for my dreadful life.” 

When she sits down to a comfortable meal 
of nourishing food in a warm room she says: 
“ This is nice. I tel my husband that it is 
always warm by the missis.”’ I trust she 
may fee] some of the warmth of a kindly 
heart. It is our duty to give them that if 
nothing else. Do we think that because there 
is a rough exterior there is no heart to be 
touched beneath? 

I will grant you that there are “ifs” and 


to support her children—and her husband. 


But the wife works hard to keep her chil- | 
dren in school and kindergarten. And what | 
with the rent and the food they must have 


“ands”. and “ buts " to some of these ques- 
tions, but the winter is so cruel and we are 
so comfortable! And if the children are cold 
and hungry they must be helped; if a man Is 
starving, feed him. 

Think of it! No coal, no fuel of any kind 
except what can be picked up—or stolen, per- 
haps. And even in this mildly cold weather 
we shovel the coal into the,furnaces and 
watch the thermometer that it may not drop 
below a certain mark. Five degrees below 
this will set some people to grumbling, and 
there are hundreds of homes where it is al- 
ways ten, fifteen, twenty degrees below what 

‘we think is right and comfortable, and they 
must endure it. ‘ 

Placed in the same position, what would we 
do? Any better? Perhaps a superior intel- 
ligence would help us to get out of the situa- 
tion, and yet~—I know an intelligent, fairly 

. well educated man, who, out of work and 
hunting for it every day, actually wandered 
for three days and nights without a home 
and without a bite to eat! And this is only 
one case, 


To be generous, to think of others, to give, 

{s taught In the kindergarten, In the school, 
and:if the churches, and should be echoed in 
our homes, should be practiced, to the help 
of ourselves and every memberof the family, 
as well as to the benefit of those assisted. It 
is the duty of one home, more fortunate, to 
help other homes less fortunate. The vari- 
ous missions and settlements and organiza- 
tions for helping the unfortunate are always 
in need of help, and it is the duty of the more 
fortunate to help them in their work. They 
need clothing to distribute, as well as money. 
It is astonishing how rapidly things will ac- 
cumulate in one’s attic or storeroom, unless 
they are looked over and sorted out often. 
If you have heen intending to look up some 
things that have been laid aside because they 
are outgrown—in more ways than one—do it 
now, and let some one have the benefit of 
them.: Do let some man be wearing that 
overcoat or suit, or some child have the little 
jacket or shoes or overcoat or cloak, or the 
littke warm wool dress or underwear that 
your childis not wearing, and never will wear 
again. If you do not know just the right per- 
son for the things you have give them to 
some of the people I have mentioned, and 
they will see that the coat finds a wearer. 

I know a minister who has a picture over 
his desk—a flashlight of twenty-six little boys 
sleeping in an old shed. No homes! These 
twenty-six, and the cases I have mentioned, 
are only twenty-elgat—and there are nun- 
dreds who peed our sympathy and substan- 
tial aid. When you are asked to give—give. 
‘Giving is a habit—cultivate it. Let us be 
“ sunshiners "’ and *‘ do something for some- 
body quick.” Let us “ look out and not in.

SOFT COOKIES.—One cup butter, 14% cups 
sugar, 2 eggs, 8 tablespoons milk, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, just enough flour to roll out 
in a soft dough. Sprinkle a board with flour 
before rolling; cut in rounds; bake in a 
quick oven. — x 
ROYAL COOKIES.—One cup butter, 2 cups 
sugar, 5 eggs, 1% pints flour, % teaspoon 
baking powder; 1 cup milk, mix butter, sugar, 
and eggs smooth; add flour sifted with powder 
and milk; mix soft enough to handle corn 
veniently; flour tne board, roll out dough 
thin, cut out with biscuit cutter, lay on 
greased baking tin; bake in hot oven five or 
six minutes. 
COCOANUT COv_IES.—One cup butter, 
2 cups sugar, 2 eggs, } cup grated cocoanut, 
1 teaspoon vanilla, 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, flour to roll out. Bake pale brown. 
JUMBLES.—One cup butter, 1 cup sugar, 
4 eggs, 2 cups flour, half teaspoon baking 
powder. Rub together the butter and sugar, 
add the beaten eggs and flour sifted with 
the powder. ‘ Flour the board, roll out the 
dough thin, cut out with jumble cutter or 
any other, roll in sugar, lay out on greased 
tin. Bake in fairly hot oven ten minutes. 
PEANUT J.MBLES.—One and one-half 
cups butter, 2 cups sugar, 6 eggs, 1% pints 
flour, half cup cornstarch, 1 teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, 1 teaspoon extract lemon, half 
cup chopped nuts, mixed with a half cup 
granulated sugar. Rub the butter and sugar 
smooth, add the beaten eggs, the flour, corn- 
starch, and powder, sifted together, and the 
extract. Flour the board, roll out the dough 
thin, cut out with biscuit cutter, roll in the 
chopped peanuts and sugar, lay on greased 
baking tin. Bake in hot oven ten minutes. 
‘DELICIOUS LITTLE CAKES.—Roll out 
the jumble paste and cut into any desired 
shape; cut some paste into thick, narrow 
strips and lay around the cakes to form a 
ceep, cup like edge; place on well buttered 
ten and bake. When done fill with iced fruit 
prepared as follows: Take rich, ripe peaches. 
or canned ones drained from their juice, cut 
in halves, plums, strawberries, pineapples 
cut in squares or small trangles, or any 
cther available fruit, and dip in the white of 
an egg that has been slightly beaten, and 
then in pulverized sugar, and lay in the cen- 
e cakes. 
LE CHOCOLATE CAKES.—Two 
teblespoons butter, 1 cup sugar, half cup 
water, 1% cups flour, pinch salt, 1 teaspoon- 
tul’ baking powder, 2 eggs, 4 tablespoons 
grated chocolate melted over hot water, 1 
teaspoonful extract vanilla. Cream the but- 
ter, add the sugar, the egss beaten, the 
ckocolate, and lastly the flour, into which 
has been sifted the salt and baking powder. 
Alternate the flour with the water. e 
in patty pans in moderate oven. 
WALNUT WAFERS —HaJf pound brown 
half pound

President Hart of the local National league 
club yesterday agreed with President Pul- 
liam’s statement that the American league 
could in no way dodge the foul strike rule 
without violating the national agreement 
and consequently provoking another base- 
ball war. .

“ Any agreement of this kind can be broken 
when either party to it wishes to break it,” 
he said.

of no easier pretext than the foul strike rule. 
There is no other way to dodge the issue, as 
the rule must stand unless repealed by a ma- 
jority vote of the joint rules committee, and 
the National league members are under or- 
ders not to repeal or change it in any way. 

** Personally I am in favor of the rule, but 
think.altogether too much is being made of 
the controversy, which is merely a relic of 
the war. There are members of our league, 
however, who were practically forced to 
accept the national agreement, and they 
would doubtless welcome its abrogation by 
either party.”

MacQueary sent a plea to the build- 
ings and grounds committee four weeks ago. 
He said the poultry house, if equipped with 


all modern conveniences, would cost from ; 
$300 to $500. The school board decided it | 
could not. afford to build a palace for the | 


parental school chickens and returned the 
recommendation to the committee. 

Another plea, more urgent than the first, 
was received on Friday. The chicken house 
was declared indispensable to the administra- 
@ion of the north side institution for truants 
and delinquents. 

With his voice quivering with emotion one 
of the trustees championed the cause of the 

chickens. 

“ Winter is here,” he said, ** and those poor 
chickens have no home. no place to escape the 
fury of the snow laden north wind.” 

A heartrending picture came before the 
seven trustees. They saw chickens shivering 
in the snow. 

“ Where are they now?’ asked a trustee. 

“They're huddled together under the 
barn.” answered their champion, “‘and the 
four winds can get after them whenever they 
please.” 

That settled the question. The committee 
ordered the architect to proceed at once to 
erect a poultry house at the parental school 
at an expense not to exceed $150. 

“T’'m not in favor of spending so much for 
a chicken coop,”’ declared Trustee James F. 
Chvatal, “‘ but, then, the chickens should not 
freeze to death.” 

The finance committee yesterday approved 
the action. © 

No Chickens at the School. 

Supt. MacQueary was told that he could 
have a $150 henhouse. 

* Good,”’ he cried. ‘‘ Now, just a8 soon as 
the coop is built I'll get a nice sitting hen and 

the boys ‘will have fresh eggs all next sum- 
mer.” 

“ But haven't you got any chickens now? 

“Why, no. What would I do with chickens 

until I hadacoop? The coop is the first thing 
to get and the chickens the next,” declared 
the superintendent. 

** We've been duped,” cried Trustee Chvat- 
al, angrily. 

**T voted for the coop because I understood 
the chickens would freeze to death if we 
didn’t build a house for them,”’ he said. “ This 
is an outrage. Supt. MacQueary will not get 
his coop. I know the board will vote against 
it. That place out there is a regular ranch. 
There is too much stock and too much mili- 
té¥y tactics to suit me. Supt. MacQueary 
has got to be checked.” |

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LINCOLN’S LAW PARTNER 
IN A HOSPITAL. 


HIRAM W. BECKWITH. 


Hiram W. Beckwith, from 1856 to 1861 a 
partner of Abraham Lincoln,: died at St. 
Luke’s hospital yesterday, aged 72. He was 
brought to the hospital, from his home at 
Danville, on Oct. 15. 

Mr. Beckwith’s father was one of the 
pioneers of [llinois, having helped to found 
the town of Danville in 1819. Young Beckwith 
studied law under Ward H. Lamon, who was 
marshal of the District of Columbia during 
Lincoln's administration. He was a close 
friend of Lincoln and later became his resi- 


‘dent partner at Danville, while Lincoln was 


a circuit lawyer. 

From 1897 to 1902 Mr. Beckwith was prest- 
dent of the State Historical society. He was 
compelled to resign in the latter year on ac- 
count of illness.

KILLS WOMAN IN STREET, 


JEALOUS MAN THEN ENDS HIS 
Albert Altenhofen, Whe Gave Up Wife, 
Family, and Business to Elope ttom 
Milwaukee with Gladys Asch, Meets 
Her Walking with His Suaccessfal 
Rival and Commits Deubile Crime— 
Unknown Escort Kisses Dead Wom- 
an’s Lips and Flees. 


Insanely jealous of the woman for whom 
he had abandoned his wife, family, and busi- 
ness, Albert Altenhofen killed her and then 
himself yesterday afternoon, when he met 
the woman, Gladys Asch, walking with his 
successful rival. The woman died instantly 
and the man lived only a few moments. 

As she lay on the sidewalk in front of 154 
Kinzie street, where the shooting occurred, 


the man with whom she had been walking 


lifted her body in his arms, kissed her twice 
on the lips, and then hurried away before his 
name could be learned by the police. 

The affray was the last act In a tragedy 
that began six years ago in Milwaukee, where 
Altenhofen, then a prosperous business man, 
met Miss Asch. They fled to Chicago, where 
he started in business as a saloonkeeper at 
77 North Clark street. He sold the place last 
August and spent the money on the woman. 
idee 0 it was gone they quarreled and she 
eft him. 


Fatal Affray in the Street. 

The woman had been downtown with her 
father and sister and had gone with them 
to the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
depot, where they boarded a train for Mil- 
waukee, and was walking with a man at 
the time. A number of persons saw Alten- 
hofen meet the couple, but paid no atten- 
tion to them until the woman cried: “ O, 
Al, what are you doing?” Altenhofen had 
drawn a revolver and almost instantly shot 
her twice. Then he killed himself. 

In the man's pockets and in his room at the 
Revere house the police found several letters 
that explained the case. One read: 

“The cause of my downfall and behavior 
of late is due to one only—and that is 
Gladys. My honor, respectability, above all, 
my reason, has left me, entirely through my 
infatuation. Notifyemy brother. J. J. Alten- 
hofen, or my mother, 424 National avenue, 
Milwaukee, whatever happens. My pros- 
pects for the future were as bright as any 
young man‘s until Gladys appeared.” 


Blames Woman for His Fall. | 

In another letter he wrote: ‘** Woman has 
been the cause of my act. Iam about at the 
end of my rope and I shall do something des- 
perate. I sold everything so that she might 
have all the luxuries of this world, but she 
has not treated me right.” 

The police took the bodies to vin's un- 
dertaking establishment, 226 North Clark 
street. . 

The woman was 28 years old and of attrac- 
tive appearance. She lived with a sister at 
the Dye hotel, 18 North Clark street. Alten- 
hofen, who was 88 years old, at one time 
held a minor state office in Wisconsin His 
brother, J. J. ‘Altenhofen, is a stockholder in 
a Milwaukee brewery.
